I congratulate you on the diffulution of the political 
ties that have been the means of connééting us for feve- 
yal years with the French nation, Thank Heaven the 
Gordian knot is at laft cut, and we are feparated, I 
truft, for ever. The 17th day of July, Congres, by 
law, difannulled our treaties with that country, an“ de- 
clared them to be no longer binding upon the United 
States. add cialy 

It would take up too much time, aid it is foreign to 
“my prefent purpofe, to go into a full detail of the nune- 
yous reafons that have long required, and now fully juf- 
tify, this procedure on the part of our Goyernment.— 
From the date of our treaties with France, in the year 
1778, no event occarred betvtetn-the two nations wor- 
thy Gfenotice, till the commencement of the war in 
“Europe. The interval between thefe two periods was 
highly Yeneficiakto the French, by throwing into their 

hands the profits of an extenfive and lucrative commerce 
-with this country. j 
Whatever might have been the views of America, no 
doubt can be entertained that France, in negociating, 
the treaties, was ‘actuated by animofity, and a defign to 
‘reduce the commerce and humble the power of a rival 
-mavion. ‘The peace of 1783, which gave us complete 
‘and acknowledged polleflion of national independence, 
at the fame time gratified the ambition, and extended 
the commercial views of. France. 
As long ag the palpable intereft of that country was 
promoted by the .o eration of the treaty, fo Jong an 
‘apparent cordiahity filted ; but no fooner were the 
“flames of war kindled between the two great rival pow- 
-ers in Europe, than it became evident that the fole ob- 
Fock bn the part of France, was to drag us into the con- 
‘teft; and, failing of fuccefs, the has ever fince ufed all 
‘the means in her power to deprive us of the _commerci- 
-abadvantages contemplated by the treaty, in the rela- 
-tive Gituation of the three nations, which had actually 
‘taken place. 
‘Hence our connection with France will be found, 
daring the war between her and Great Britain, to be a 
\hiftory of altercation and complaint on both fides, and 
of aggreflion and plunder on the part of France. 
- Natwitiitanding an exprefs ftipulation ia the treaty, 
. “that the goods of an enemy fhall be free from capture 
on board an American bottom,” they have, ina lawlefs 
manner, made prize ‘of property on board our veilels, 
though protected by the exprefs terms of the treaty, to 
the great injury of our citizens, and interruption of our 
trade. : : 
©. We cannot, however, Gentlemen, be furprized at 
. this proceeding on the part of the French Government, 
“when we call to mind the infamous pofition they have 
_ openly maintained, “ that nations have a right tO break 
treaties whenever they become inconvenient *.’”’ It is, 
indeed, a melancholy truth, that nations, in their inter- 
_courfe with each other, are too little reftrained by the 
moft facred engagements ; yet it is worthy of remark, 
‘ notwithftanding their te ge infraction of treaties, they 
evince an anxiety to fatisty the world of the propriety 
of their conduct, by a publication of the reafons and 
caufes that induce the violation, and in their opinion 
authorife it. ; 
' "This decent mode in ufe among nations, when they 
-have recourfe to the violation of treaties, while it mani- 
felts the fenfe they entertain of their binding ferce, is a 
filent and honourable tribute to the caufe of truth and 
moral obligation. It exhibits a foundnefs of principle at 
leaft, though the practice may not rife fo high, or be.cor- 
refpondent to it. The French are, I believe, the firtt 
pation upon earth that have publicly renounced the obli- 
patory force of treaties, and aflymed the profligate pofi- 
tion, that they may be broken whenever the circum- 
{tances of either party may require it. It is one thing 
t? tranfgrefs ahe laws of truth and virtue, and another 
“to maintain the lawfulnefs of the action. ‘The very Al- 
gerines and Savages would blufh at the thought. 
Nor has the law of nations been treated with morc 
‘refpect by thefe ferocious innovators. Our Government 
has been infulted with a charge of perfidious neutrality, 
becaufe we did not forcibly refift the Dritifh in cheir 
fearches after French property on board American _bot- 
toms. No pofition can be more fully eftablithed by the 
law of nations, than that the property of an enemy on 
board a neutral bottom may be feized and confifcated. 

Though this principle be as incontrovertible as the ex- 

iftence of the fun in the firmament, yet it has met with 

oppofition from French cafuiltry ; and the more approv- 

ed and enlightened writers on the fubjec have been im- 

pudently ftyled mufty and antiquated authorities, becaufe 

‘they have not fanétioned their unwarrantable ufurpa- 
tions. The firlt efforts of the French Government were 
defioned to involve us in a war with Great Britain. For 
feveral years this ‘was the polar ftar of their conduct to- 
wards us; and the fcheme has been purfued, fometimes 
through all the windings of duplicity and falfehood, and 
at other times with open and undifguifed violence. 
Hence their agents have infolently dared to arm veffels 
in the ports-of the United States, to cruife agaiatt the 
enemy. Military commiffioners have been iffued under 
the authority of the French Government, and diftri- 
‘buted among our citizens ; and an attempt actually 
made to raife an armed force in our country, for the 
avowed purpofe of forcing us to depart from our neu- 
trality, and involving us in a war with Great Britain, 
Having in yain endeavoured to drag us into the vor- 
tex of the European war, they have fince fyftematically 
purfued a plan for the extirpation of our commerce. 
- Hence it was, that fouryears after the commencement 
of the war, they fuddenly, and without notice, while 
the fea was covered with American veffels, feized them 
for.wantof certain papers never contemplated by the trea- 
‘ty, and condemned vefiel and cargo. Hence too, they 
have proceeded to pafs laws for the confifcation of our 
veifels, in cafe goods-or merchandize of the growth of 
the Britith pofletions are found on board them. In 
‘the Gituation of the United Staves, it is not conceivable 
that our commerce could receive a more fatal blow. 

After having thus ina manner annihilated our trade, 
the final {cheme for our de(truction has at length been 
fully unfolded to view. We have been injured, we have 
been infulted, we have been robbed of inillions ; and on 
application for redrefs through the mediutn vi our en- 
voys, have been told (inftead of doing us juftice), we 
malt fubmit to pay whatever fums of monty their ambi-

‘L‘hus the mak is completely taken off, and the bold 
experiment is to be tried of reducing us to the ltate of 
conquered provinces—for to this ftate we thall certainly 
‘Le reduced, and be fo confidered by the world, if we but 
fubmit to pay the fum required, or even a farthing.— 
Thefe and other obfervations ofa fimilar nature, we may 
prefume, occurred to the Legiflature of the United 
States, and may be fuppofed to have induced to refcind 
our treaties with the French nation, 

3ut, whatever motives of a political nature Congrefs 
may have had, (a few of which have been briefly {tated ) 
there are various other confiderations that cannot fail to 
render the event highly interetting to every virtuous pa- 
triot—to every friend of religion and morality. 

The nation that now menaces us with conquelt and 
deftrufion, always equally ambitious, reftlefs, and in- 
triguing, has been enabled by overthrowing her monarchy, 
nearly to realize the romantic projects of Louis the Four- 
teenth, 'The change in the form and appearance of their 
Government has not produced the flightelt alteration in 
the eflential character of the people. On the contrary, 
it has given a new {pring and energy to all thofe quali- 
ties by which they have been ever nationally diltinguith- 
ed. Their endlefs intrigue, perfidy, and vhirft of power, 
which under the monarchy Could only find vent through 
their King, asthe legal organ and head of the Govern- 
ment, have been difplayed to the world with a tenfold 
accumulated force and mifchief, by their tumultuary and 
popular affemblies. 

Whatever, doubts mayshave been once conceived of 
the defigns of the French reformers, we apprehend fub- 
fequent events have authorifed us to affert, they never 
intended to reftore freedom in France, but their fole ob- 
ject was to aggrandize their.own country at the expence 
of the liberty and independence of their neighbours.— 
In the progrefs of this valt enterprife it was an indifpen- 
fible part of the plan to corrupt and enflave their own 
country, thereby to increafe the means, and to facilitate 
the fcheme of reducing and defolating the reft of the 
world. 

The Revolution in France originated with the philo- 
fophers and politicians, and in the accomplifhment of the 
grand work, they wenthandin hand. It isa well known 
fact, that that kingdom, previous to the diforders which 
now .diftract it, {warmed with atheilts, who dignified 
themfelves with the name of philofophers ; with the fame 
propriety and juftice as ifa gang of robbers fhould af- 
{ume the character, and call themfelves “ The friends of 
peace and order.” However, fince they have gone by 
the name of French ph’lofophers, for the fake of diftinc- 
tion we fhall admit the title. ‘“I‘hefe men, who had been 
educated in the atheiftical {chool, that had been public- 
ly taught for half a century in Europe, by Voltaire, d’A- 
lembert, and the great I’rederick of Pruflia—combining 
their influence with the politicians, happily, or rather un- 
happily, united irreligion and ambition in the attainment 
of the fame object. © 

This noxious race of infidels, by extinguifhing all fenfe 
of moral evil, and of a future {tate of exiltence, prepared 
the nation for the diabv!ical purpofes to which the poli- 
ticians intended to apply it. Not that the politicians 
had the leaft regard to religion ; but they were not aes] 
tuated by the fame zeal and malice again{t it that in- 
flenced the atheiftical junto. It was equally the with 
of both to fee the molt licentious principles infufed into 
the nation, and fo far thefe two parties perfectly agreed, 
and never thwarted each other in their revolutionary 
movements. 

Infidelity having got poffeflion of the power of the 
State, every nerve was exerted to efface from the mind 
all ideas of religion and morality. The doétrine of the 
immortality of the foul, or a future {tate of rewards and 
punifhments, fo effential to the prefervation of order in 
fociety, and to the prevention of crimes, was publicly 
ridiculed, and the people taught to believe, that ** Death 
is an eternal fleep.’? 

They ordered the words * Temple of Reafon’” to 
be inferibed on the churches in contempt of the doc- 
trines of Revelation. Atheiftical and licentious homi- 
lies have been fubftituted in the churches inftead of the 
old fervice, and a ludicrous imitation of the Greek 
Mythology, exhibited under the title of the « Religion 
of Reafon.”” Nay, they have gone fo far as to drefs 
up a common ftrumpet with the moft fantaftic decora- 
tions, whom they blafphemoufly ftiled ** The Goddefs 
of Reafon,’’ and carried to church on the fhoulders of 
fome Jacobins felected for the purpofe, efcorted by the 
national guards and the conitituted authorities. When 
they got to the church, the {trumpet was placed on the 
altar ere&ed for the purpofe, and harangued the people ; 
who,’ in return, profefled the deepelt adoration to her, 
and fung the carmagnole and other fongs, by way of 
worfhipping her. ‘This horrid feene—almoft too horrid 
to relate, was concluded by burning the prayer book, 
confeilionaJ, and every thing appropriated to the ufe of 
public worthip ; numbers, in the mean time, danced 
round the flames with every appearance of frantic and 
infernal mirth. 

Surely, Gentlemen, if any thing can ftrike the mind 
with horzor, it muft be to fee the reprefentatives of a’ 
whole nation in the act of denying the exiltence of the 
God of Heaven, and with every circumftance of deli- 
beration, withdrawing their allegiance from the God of 
Nature and. Parent of the Univerfe. This fcheme, 
though deep jaid, and.accompanied as it was with mu- 
fic, and every {pecies of parade and pageantry that had 
a.tendency to make an impreflion on the minds of the 
illiterate clafs of mankind, muft have dont vaft mif- 
chief; was, in all probability, of but little avail, when 
compared with the infinitely pernicious confequences of 
abolifhing the, Chriltian Sabbath, and fubverting the in- 
ftitution of marriage.

This was the figna! of infurreciion, and from that mo- 
ment the Turks proceeded in crowds to the great 
mofgue, i which they fhut themfelves up, armed with 
lances, pikes and mufkets, ‘Their plan had been well 
taid, for they not only aflembled there in numbers, but 
each moique ferved them as a fortrefs in Which 
they fhut themfelves up, and from which they directed 
their attack or defence. 

The generale was foon beat and the troops were on 
The news of Dupuy’s death infpired the fol-

diers with an ardent defire of revenge—every body 
few to arms, and every Frenchman joined fome corps 
i! 

or other. 


"Phe Commander in Chief ordered a battalion to march 
towards the great mofgque, where the Turks were af- 
{embled to the number of 8 or 16,660. They were 
fummonzd to. furrender, but they obltinately refufed. 
The citadel then fired on the city, and principally.on 
the mofque, where feveral bombs fell, {preading terror 
and coniternation. 

Several battalions were difperfed through the city with 
orders to advance againft the other mofques where the 
people had affembled. ° T hefe were attacked at the fame 
time, and repulfed in the like manner. When obliged 
to thut themfelves up ia their mofques, they became fen- 
Gible but too late of their imprudence. ‘The French burlt 
open the gates and made a horrible flaughter. 

- Though Jefeated, however, they were not difcouraged, 
and the place of the dead was fupplied by new victims 
eftemerity., ‘The day was bloody, but the following 
was {till more fo; every perfon found armed with a 
ftick or ftake was deflreyed. ‘The Turks, on their part, 
had affaflinated feveral Frenchmen whom they found 
alone in the itreets ; they were animated with the hopes 
of plunder, which induced them to enter the houfes in- 
habited by the French. That of Gen.Catferrelll was en- 
airely plundered, and his guards and fervants were killed. 

On the 2d of Brumaire (October 23.) there were {till 
fome remains of the commotion of the preceding day, 
but in the evening calmnefs prevailed, and tranquillity 
began to be reftored. ‘The lofs of the Turks is efti- 
mated at five or fix thoufand, and that of the French 
at 100 men killed and feveral wounded, chiefly by the 
Jarge ftones which the inhabitants threw from the. tops 
of their hoafes. 

In this affair the Greeks domiciliated at Cairo, gave 
the preatelt proofs of courage, and of their ‘attachment 
tothe French. One of them, named Barthelemy, par- 
ticularly diftinguifled himfelf, and received from the 
Commaader in Chief every mark of diftin¢ction. 

They did not contine themfelves merely to the de- 
fending of our caufe, but gave information againft thofe, 
who having taken up arms, afterwards made their efcape. 
‘They took a great nuraber of prifoners, and thofe found 
guilty were not foffered to live. 

Soine bodies of the infurgents proceeded under arms 
from the city, hoping to efcape by a precipitate flight ; 
but they were doubly unfortunate. ‘Chey were plun- 
deved by the Arabs of the defart, who are enemies to 
all thofe who are f{trangers to their tribe, and they were 
vigoroufly purfued by General Danourt, at the head of 
the cavalry. 

There is every reafon to prefume, that the Chiefs of 
the Mahometan religion were, in concert with the Ma- 
melucks, the inftigators of this infurrection. ‘They were 
convidted of it by unequivocal proofs, and fome of 
them were fecured: During the fearch which was 
made, feveral Mamelucks were found concealed in the 
houfes of the Turks; others had difguifed themfelves 
by affuming a female drefs; but all thofe who were 
difcovered by the united vigilance of the French aid 
the Greeks, were arrefted and puoifhed, in confequence 
of a decree of the Commander in Chief, iffued fome 
time before. —RedeHeur. 

We hear from Hamburgh, that the Senate affembled

THE AMBUSCADE. 

In‘addition to the particulars we have already inferted 
relative to the capture of this frigate, we find the follow. 
ing accounts in the French Papers : ” 

Extract of an official letter from Rochefort, addref- 
fed to the Minifter of Marine. —** ‘The corvette, the 
Bayonnaife, mounting 20 eight pounders, commanded 
by Citizen Richer, Lieutenant des Vaiflequx, of the 
Republic, on her return from Cayenne, and at.the di- 
{tance of only 25 or 30 leagues from the coatt of France, 
was attacked on 24 Frimaire, December 14, by the 
Ambufcade Englith frigate of 40 guns, viz: 26 fixteens 
oo the main deck, 8 eight pounders on the quarter deck 
and forecaftle, and 6 thirty-fix pound carronades. The 
action continued three hours without being decifive, 
when the enemy’s frigate ceafing her fire for a moment, 
made fail, in order to fhoot athwart the Bayonnaife, 
whom fhe engaged anew within piltol thot. ‘The con- 
teft then became terrible. ‘The pofition of the French 
corvette, to the. windward of the enemy, determined 
Citizen Richer to attempt boarding her. 

He had already ordered the neceflary preparations to- 
be made, when the crew all in one voice called for this 
manoeuvre —* [ have a fufficient reliance on your cou- 
rage and your attachment to the country,” faid Citizen 
Richer, *¢ to induce me to yield to your wifhes.” "Phis 
bold project was imme fiately executed. In the fhock 
which the two veffels received in meeting, the mizen- 
matt of the corvette fel) upon the quarter deck of the 
frigate, which prefented a kind of bridge, along which 
our feamen precipitated themfelves on board of the ene- 
my. ‘The Englih at firft, driven from the quartet- 
deck, made.a ftand upon the forecattle and gangways, 
but in Jefs than half an hour they-were alfo driven from 
thence, and compelled to furrender. ‘The Bayonnaife 
loft all her maftsin this engagement, and was rendered 

quite unmanageable, but her crew wenton board cf the 
Ambufcade, and the captured frigate towed her van- 
quifher into the port of Rochefort, Citizen Richer has 
hisarm fraétured, and it is feared that it muft be am- 
putated.””
